Introduction 


This “Guide to Services and Contacts” 
explains Environment Canada’s roles and 
responsibilities in the Ontario Region, and 
provides names and telephone numbers for 
those interested in more information. More 
than 1400 people work for Environment 
Canada in centres throughout the province. 
The work is wide-ranging and the mandate 
is diverse. We hope this Guide will give 
you a snapshot of the work of the Depart- 
ment in Ontario. 

Environment Canada consists of three 
components: the Atmospheric Environ- 
ment Service; the Canadian Parks Service; 
and Conservation and Protection. The At- 
mospheric Environment Service is Canada’s 
national weather service. It provides weather 
information to aviation, industry and the 
general public. The Canadian Parks Service 
is responsible for preserving Canada’s 
National Parks and Historic Sites —significant 
examples of Canada’s natural and cultural 
heritage. The Conservation and Protection 
Service includes Environmental Protection, 
the Canadian Wildlife Service, the Great 
Lakes Environment Office and the Inland 
Waters Directorate. Together, these compo- 
nents work toward the conservation and 
protection of Canada’s renewable resources. 

Environment Canada shares a unique 
partnership with our clients across the 
province of Ontario. The various services of 
the department work together with each 
other, as well as with other governments, 
industry and members of the public. 
Environment Canada also consults regularly 
with environmental non-government 
organizations on Canada’s environmental 
priorities. 

This “teamwork” approach is our best 
hope for protecting the quality of our 
environment in the 1990s and beyond. The 


responsibility for preventing pollution must 
be shared among all Canadians. 

Economic health also depends on a 
healthy environment. Ultimately, this will 
require a closer integration of economic and 
environmental planning. Policies must be 
adopted that anticipate and prevent pollution 
and minimize environmental damage and 
clean-up costs. Only through the combined 
expertise of government, industry and the 
private sector can we find ways to utilize 
our resources in ways that will protect and 
keep them for future generations. 

How do we begin? Through education, 
multi-sectoral round tables, exchange of 
information and public dialogue we can 
find the best approaches to dealing with 
pollution problems which threaten not only 
our collective health, but the global 
economic and environmental health we all 
share.

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Legislative Base 


Environment Canada administers and 
enforces legislation dealing with water, 
wildlife, migratory birds, environmental 
contaminants, air quality, national parks 
and historic sites. 

The Department enforces rules and 
regulations arising from international 
environmental issues between Canada and 
the United States, in addition to regulations 
arising from the advice of the International 
Joint Commission. 

These international issues include trans- 
boundary water systems, the long range 
transport of air pollutants, transboundary 
migrations of wildlife, endangered species, 
shipments of hazardous and toxic chemicals 
and prevention and clean-up of oil spills. 

Environment Canada has primary re- 
sponsibility for the following legislation: 
the Canada Water Act, Canada Wildlife 
Act, Migratory Birds Convention Act, 
Section 33 of the Fisheries Act, National 
Parks Act, Game Export Act and the 
Canadian Environmental Protection Act. 

The Department also derives part of its 
mandate and has significant commitments 
through Cabinet directives, numerous 
international treaties and joint agreements

Housing Act, National Harbours Act, 
Canada Shipping Act, Arctic Waters

and strategic officers in Ottawa and to those 
responsible for delivering a range of 
departmental programs in the regions. 

In the Ontario Region, the committee 
assesses Class Grant Fund applications 
from Environmental Non-Government Or- 
ganizations (ENGOs.) The purpose of the 
fund is to provide sustaining grants to 
eligible Canadian non-profit environmental 
groups to assist in their day to day opera- 
tions. 

CORE is serviced by the Regional Com- 
munications Directorate, which provides 
communications advice and expertise to the 
committee.

(AES) is Canada’s national weather service. 
AES responds to the weather needs of a 
wide variety of customers, such as the 
general public, aviation, marine, agriculture 
and forestry interests throughout Canada. 
AES activities in the Ontario Region are 
administered from its regional office in 
Toronto. However, 14 weather offices 
around the province provide public contact 
points for information on current and 


forecast weather conditions. 


Weather 


information is dispersed through mass 
dissemination such as Weatheradio Canada 
at Toronto (repeater station at Colling- 
wood) and Ottawa, code-a-phone and Cable 
TV messages, or through personal brief- 
ings. Additional Weatheradio stations are 
planned for Sault Ste. Marie, Thunder Bay 


and Windsor in 1989.

The 
Centre provides a continuous weather 
watch that covers all of Ontario, analyzing 
current conditions and updating forecasts as 
required. During the summer, the Centre 
maintains a network of approximately 1500 
volunteer observers for the Summer Severe 
Weather Program.

The objective of the Canadian Parks 
Service (CPS) is two-fold; the identifica- 
tion and preservation of specific significant 
examples of Canada’s natural and cultural 
heritage; and the use of these for the 
purposes of understanding, appreciation and 
enjoyment in ways which leave them 
unimpaired for future generations. This is 
achieved through a system of National 
Parks, national historic sites and canals, and 
through cooperative arrangements with 
others. 

National Parks are excellent representa- 
tive examples of the various distinctive and 
different natural regions of Canada, and 
include National Marine Parks. 

National historic sites and canals are 
comprised of structures, commemorations, 
events, people and places that are deemed 
to be of national significance and have 
played a role in the history of our nation, in 
its many aspects. These range from large 
sites such as ancient Indian settlements,

military forts and the Rideau Canal, to 
examples of architecture and commemora- 
tive plaques.

By preserving 
tracts of wilderness and historic sites, we 
are asserting our collective belief that there 
are special places whose importance 
transcends their immediate contribution to 
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our gross national product. The responsi- 
bility for their preservation depends not 
only on future generations of Canadians but 
on all mankind, as part of our international 
heritage obligation. 


In the Ontario Region, the Canadian 
Parks Service system consists of five 
National Parks, one National Marine Park, 
seven national historic sites and three 
historic canals.

The Conservation and Protection (C&P) 
service includes — the Canadian Wildlife 
Service (CWS), Environmental Protection 
(EP), the Great Lakes Environment Office 
(GLEO), and the Inland Waters Directorate 
(IWD). 

The main objective of C&P is to 
conserve, improve and protect Canada’s 
renewable resources, including air, water, 
soil and wildlife. To facilitate this work, 
C&P coordinates the efforts and activities 
of its individual services and has estab- 
lished the Analysis and Coordination 
(A&C) Unit. The A&C team is collectively 
responsible for the development and 
implementation of integrated management 
systems throughout C&P in the Ontario 
Region. A&C serves as a focal point for 
Environment Canada's new Environmental 
Partners Fund, "state of the environment" 
reporting and the implementation of 
sustainable development in Ontario Region. 
A&C serves the needs of CORE as well, re- 


porting to the Ontario Region Chairperson 
regarding the Department's regional 
corporate activities. In this capacity, A&C 
provides analysis, coordination and advice 
from a corporate perspective to the 
Regional Director General (RDG) and other 
Department officials, and acts as secretariat 
for CORE in the Ontario Region. 

The Regional Personnel office plans, 
develops, organizes and delivers compre- 
hensive human resources management 
programs and services to C&P, Ontario 
Region.

Canadian Wildlife Service 


The Canadian Wildlife Service (CWS) is 
responsible for the protection and manage- 
ment of migratory birds through develop- 
ment of regulations, habitat management, 
and supporting research and surveys. With 
the provinces and territories, CWS under- 
takes programs of research and manage- 


ment related to other wildlife where there is 


a national interest and advises federal agen- 
cies on wildlife matters. CWS participates 
in international agreements and programs 
on wildlife conservation. 

CWS activities in Ontario centre on mi- 


gratory birds and their habitats. Research is 


conducted on several groups of species, in- 
cluding shorebirds and their food resources 
on James Bay, the impacts of urban and 

industrial expansion on colonial waterbirds 
of the Great Lakes, the distribution of song 
birds in the boreal forest, and the effects of 


acid rain on waterfowl. In what is probably 


the most complete survey in Canada, CWS

monitors populations of waterfowl and ac- 
tivities of hunters. 

In view of the continuing loss of wildlife 
habitats in Ontario, CWS is working to 
conserve and enhance critical remaining 
areas and is encouraging private landown- 
ers to retain the wildlife values of their 
land. CWS supports the Eastern Habitat 
Joint Venture under the North American 


‘Waterfowl Management Plan by working 


with the province of Ontario and special 
interest groups to develop and implement 
detailed programs. 

The impacts of harmful chemicals on 
gulls and other fish-eating birds of the 
Great Lakes are monitored as part of an 
extensive toxics program carried out by 
CWS. 

In Ontario, CWS has its headquarters in 
Ottawa and field offices in London, 
Burlington, Belleville and North Bay. 
Through its habitat program, CWS also 
administers over 5000 hectares of 
wildlife habitat in ten National Wildlife

Environmental Protection 


Environmental Protection (EP) is in- 
volved in all aspects of air and water 
pollution, waste management, toxic 
substances, environmental assessment and 
impact, and environmental emergencies. 
Its principal tool is the new Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act (CEPA). 

As the control arm of Environment 
Canada on environmental protection 
matters, EP deals with all departments and 
agencies of the federal government, 
agencies and ministries of the provincial 
government, industry, the public and 
agencies at the state and federal levels in 
the United States. In Ontario, EP has its 
regional headquarters in Toronto and a 
district office in Ottawa, serving the 
National Capital area and eastern Ontario. 

The effects of toxic substances on envi- 
ronmental quality is of concern in Ontario, 


which has a large chemical and petrochemi- 


cal operation, where there is significant use 
of these substances in all sectors of the 
manufacturing industry. Through its 
Environmental Contaminants and Nuclear 
Division, EP is working to prevent the 
entry of toxic substances and other con- 
taminants into the environment from 
production, transportation, manufacturing 
and disposal activities. This Division also 


has major responsibility for environmental 
issues associated with the nuclear fuel 
cycle. 

Through its water and air pollution pro- 
grams, EP assists in the development of 
guidelines and regulations for pollutants 
under the Canadian Environmental Protec- 
tion Act (CEPA) and the Fisheries Act, 
including those being developed by the 
Province of Ontario. Active support is 
provided by EP to aid federal and provin- 
cial efforts under the Canada-United States 
Great Lakes Water Quality Agreement. A 
major thrust is to provide information for 
the development of Remedial Action Plans 
for the 12 Areas of Concern identified on 
the Canadian side by the International Join 
Commission, in addition to five areas 
shared jointly with the United States. 

The enforcement and compliance policy 
under CEPA calls for investigation of all 
violations of regulations and subsequent 
enforcement action that may be required. 
An investigations office handles all 
enforcement responsibilities under CEPA 
and Section 33 of the Fisheries Act. 

Other areas of activity include the SO2 
reduction program at Ontario smelters, 
toxic air pollutants, transboundary air 
pollution and environmental emergency 
functions such as spill response and all 
aspects of contingency planning. The 
Ontario Region office also plays a lead rol 
in coordinating the departmental responsi- 
bilities for the federal Environmental 
Assessment and Review Process (EARP).

Great Lakes Environment Office 


The Great Lakes Environment Office 
(GLEO) is responsible for the coordination 
of all federal efforts to improve Great 
Lakes water quality. 

The activities of GLEO stem from Can- 
ada’s obligations under the Canada-United 
States Great Lakes Water Quality Agree- 
ment, first signed in 1972 and revised in 
1978, 1983 and 1987. The interdepartmen- 
tal Great Lakes Working Group, chaired by 
the Director of GLEO, has been established 
to coordinate and implement the require- 
ments of the Agreement falling under 
federal jurisdiction. Membership in the 
Working Group includes the Departments 
of Fisheries and Oceans, National Health 
and Welfare, Agriculture, Public Works 
and Transport.

Inland Waters Directorate 


The Inland Waters Directorate (/WD) 
plans and conducts federal, federal- 
provincial, inter-provincial and interna- 
tional water management programs and 
policies; conducts research and gathers data 
related to the quality and quantity of inland 
waters; monitors the aquatic environment to 
evaluate regulatory actions; and evaluates 
the impact of land-use on water quality. 

IWD headquarters in the Ontario Region 
are located at the Canada Centre for Inland 
Waters (CCIW), Burlington. /WD’s Water 
Quality Branch and Water Planning and 
Management Branch are also located at 
CCIW. The Water Resources Branch 
regional office is in Guelph. The Director- 
ate also has field offices in Cornwall, 
Ottawa, North Bay and Thunder Bay. 

The Great Lakes are a major focus for 
the activities of WD in Ontario. The Di- 
rectorate works through the International 
Joint Commission (IJC) and the Interna- 
tional Niagara Committee to deal with 
problems related to water levels and flows 
in the Great Lakes and connecting channels. 


The IJC is also responsible for assisting 
Canada and the United States in fulfilling 
their obligations under the Canada-U.S. 
Great Lakes Water Quality Agreement. 
IWD has the lead federal role in surveil- 
lance and monitoring of water quality in the 
Great Lakes and provides extensive 
scientific support to the boards and commit- 


tees assisting IJC. 


Under the Canada Water Act, WD 
works with Ontario to manage the prov- 
ince’s water resources through cooperative 
arrangements such as the Flood Damage 
Reduction Program and the Federal- 
Provincial Cost-Share Agreement on Water
